In a periodical report, the de- 
partment said supplies of some 
foods will be hardly sufficient to 
satisfy total domestic demands. 
Listed in this category were sugar, 
butter, meat, canned fish, fats, 
rice and canned fruits. 

A favorable outlook for ‘iis

“favorable quantities” include 
fresh and frozen fish, poultry and 
dairy products, except butter, cit- 
rus fruits, canned fruit juices, 
fresh and processed vegetables 
and potatoes.

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The Loss of Harold Ickes 


Longer than any other man did honest, 
able Harold Ickes serve in the cabinet of 
the President of the United States. 


Usually right, sometimes wrong, but 
always conscientious, Ickes for 13 years 
was a never-failing factor for democratic 
government in the most turbulent era of 


the nation’s history. 


His resignation at any time would be 
a matter for general regret. Coming at the 
moment and in the manner it has, it serves 
as a sad commentary on the degree to 


which petty partisan politics have come to 
hamper and hamstring good government. 


There is no doubt, of course, that Mr. 
Ickes had grown increasingly restive since 
the death of the man who appointed him. 
Certainly he could not feel too much at 
home with the unfamiliar newcomers with 
which President Truman has staffed the 
cabinet and the administration. Once be- 
fore, he had tendered his resignation but 
stayed on at the chief executive’s urgings. 


Under such circumstances, it is not dif- 
ficult to understand how the President’s 
implied doubt as to his veracity precipitat- 
ed his already long-overdue departure. 


Once again, President Truman’s inept- 
ness seems to have cost him the services of 
a very capable person as well as a dimin- 


"ishing of confidence on the part of the 


American people. 


Harold Ickes was irascible, he was can- 
tankerous, he was dogmatic. But he was 
also capable, courageous and competent. 
And honest—-above all else, Harold Ickes 
was honest. 


That’s why so many find it so difficult 
to understand the President’s apparent sur- 
prise at Ickes’ refusal to gloss over Ed 
Pauley’s indiscretions in testimony before 
a senate committee looking into the oil 
man’s qualifications for the important un- 
dersecretaryship of the Navy. 


That’s why even his enemies were will- 
ing to accept at face value the memoran- 
dum which Ickes produced dealing with 
“the rawest proposition’ which Mr. Pauley 
made him. He had made notes on the pro- 
posal—to raise $300,000 from oil men if the 
government laid off the tidewater suit—at 
the time it happened, said Ickes. And that, 
with millions who have come to recognize 
“Honest Harold” as the epitome of truth 
was that. 


Already we have commented on the 
President’s loyal but lamentable insistence 
that Pauley be paid for his labors in the 
political vineyard with the Navy post. 
Even if, as now seems even more dubious, 
Truman succeeds in getting Pauley’s ap- 
pointment ratified, he will have aid, in 
the loss of Ickes, far too great a price. 


National Guard Needs in Georgia 


Georgia can figure materially in the 
plans for the reorganization of the National 
Guard, provided adequate facilities can be 
found to house and train the units. 


The old facilities simply cannot meet 
the needs of new Guard units. In fact, 
the old facilities were inadequate in pre- 
war times. In 1940 only 30 of the 96 units 
of the Georgia National Guard owned the 
facilities in which they were housed and 
trained. Sixteen of the pnits occupied 
facilities which were rented from private 
owners, which were usually some type of 
outmoded building; 45 of the units were 
housed in properties owned by the respec- 
tive city in which the unit was located; 
four ‘units were housed in facilities pro- 
vided by the county; the state had one 
unit, allotted prior to the Guard’s induc- 
tion into federal service, and for which no 
State facilities were ever provided. 


The problem, therefore, will be to find 
adequate federal installations and to con- 
Struct new facilities through funds pro- 
vided by the state and federal gov- 
ernments. 


Since air units are likely to figure 
strongly in the reorganized Guard, air in- 
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Stallations will be used. This will entail 
provision for the proper housing and se- 
curity of the equipment belonging’ to the 
Guard’s air units. 


But airport installations will not solve 
the problem. Airfields usually are located 
several miles from a city and would be 
unsuited for other units. The answer will 
have to be a construction program for 
adequate armories. 


While other states were taking advan- 
tage of the federal-state fund matching to 
build suitable, up-to-date armories, Geor- 
gia did nothing. We now face the pros- 
pect of being offered twice as many units 
as were formerly allotted. Yet, we find 
ourselves with proper facilities to take 
care of no more than a fourth of the num- 
ber we formerly had. 


Georgia’s standing with respect to the 
National Guard program will depend upon 
the provisions which the state and local 
communities make within the next few 
months. Aside from the defensive values 
of the Guard, the state will stand to real- 
ize from four to ten million’ dollars a year 
from military pay rolls. That is—if Geor- 
gia can provide facilities for additional 
units.

PARIS, France.—(By Mail)—When I got on 
the train to Frankfurt, Germany, I felt as if I had 
walked two inches off my legs and the prospect 

of sitting up all night across a span of 15 hours was not too pleasant. 


Still, I had done what I wanted to do—walked to the places I 
wanted to see again. There is something in me that gives me a feel- 
ing of continuity with the past. I think, perhaps, it is somewhat 
childish but I like to walk the streets mentioned in “The Three 
Musketeers.” And I liked to go to the Plase de la Concorde and just 
stand there for a while. 


It was on this great square that the tumbrils rattled and rolled, 
bringing their cargo of doomed from the courts of the Terror that 
followed the revolution. 


It.was here they brought Louis XVI, that stupid and unhappy 
king who had been the last of a line of oafs. 

It was here they brought Marie Antoinette. She had known many 
niceties and luxuries, but when they brought her to the great “place” 
she was in rags, her hair was unkempt, and lice crawled in it. She 
was not pretty. Not any longer. And her skin no longer was soft 
with ointments and perfumes. But, she died well. 

Danton and Robespierre also walked up to the platform and put 
their heads on the block, seeing the great blade whir down and 
hearing, too. the shrieks of the throng that watched. Truly it has 
been said that every revolution eats its own litter. 


But, you may stand there and imagine how it must have been 
with the place thronged with shouting, drunken, unloosed thou- 
sands—the platform rising in the center with the doomed ones 
waiting in the carts. You can imagine the scene as the victims went 
forward, some willingly, some being pulled forward amidst jeers; 
some with enough courage to make the great crowd grow quiet 


"and whisper about him, or her, one to the other. 


You can stand there at the vast square and feel something of 
that past very close so that your blood moves faster. 
Then, very near, is the subway and I take it out

books | read as a youngster, such as the “Tale of Two Cities,’ that 
touched on the French Revolution, made me want to see the place 
where the Bastille stood. So, I went again. There is nothing left. 
The job of destroying it was a good one. Black lines in the pave- 
ment mark its spot. An old man told me the German soldiers 
swarmed there, clutching little guide books and reading about it. 
I wondered what they thought about it and the revolution. 

Before the little church of St. Roch there is not®*much to see. 
It is not much of a church. 

There is a scar or so on it and they were made when a certain 
young greasy-haired captain of artillery fired his cannon before 
it and “blew away the revolution with a whiff of grape shot.” 
Later many persons were to hear of him as Napoleon. It is not so 
pleasant, somehow, to visit his ‘tomb. Robert Ingersoll wrote an 
essay about the tomb of Napoleon that is a bit of the best of the 
old-fashioned writing you will ever read, 

When I have finished going to the Pantheon and have looked at 
the tombs of Rousseau, Voltaire, Victor Hugo, Zolda and a few others, 
! am finished with it and can go sit down and think about it. There 
is something about ancient cities where history and the great men 
and women who have carried out her dictates have lived and died 
that gets into one. Paris does it.

went on tours as do our soldiers. They, too, walked and looked. 
And if they thought anything about it they left no record. I doubt if 
they thought much.

It was never allowed to read anything except that which carefully 
was chosen to influence and mould their thinking.

Also, Europe is hungry. About all it thinks of now is some- 
thing to eat, something to wear and a job.

Know the Holes 


" When it comes to comment about conditions 
of roads, highways and streets, he who drives 
only on the paved city streets stands humbly 

before him whose vocation demands attempts to travel over quag- 
mires called roads in some of our counties. Most of them, as a 
matter of. fact. 

It seems sorta silly to complain about holes in paving when you 
have just finished talking, for instance, with a rural mail carrier 
whose daily route requires travel over 62 miles, of which 56 now 
are quaking cesspools of mud and ooze. 

But, just because it is impossible to navigate any kind of vehicle 
from Frog Hollow to The Corners, should not make us altogether 
dumb about deteriorating urban streets. 

Do you know the holes on the streets by which you daily drive 
that old, prewar car of yours to town? 

For the safety of your axles and tires it would be well to keep 
them constantly in mind as you drive. 


You can’t daydream even when driving only 
along quiet residential streets, today. 

You leave home in the morning, swing around one corner and 
approach the next on the left hand side of the street—thankful 
there is no other car using the street at the moment—and then 
swing sharply to the right as you go around the corner. Thus you 
avoid the depression as well as the deep hole where the paving 
has broken just on the corner. You can’t avoid all the broken 
stone which has sprayed out of the hole, however. 

If you did hit that hole—it must be six inches deep or more— 
you’d be lucky to escape with nothing worse than a busted tire. 

So, you swing around a couple more curves and one sharp corner 
and then you must remember the break in the paving at the right. 
Half a block further it is easy to see that spot in the middle of the 
street, because the broken chunks of concrete lie around in visual 
warning. Before you leave that stgeet, though, there is the dan- 
gerously high sewer opening which you will drive around, though 
it does take you awfully close to the curb. 

Now you are all right for a mile or so. Then another series of 
holes following each other rapidly which require careful steering 
from one side of the street to the other if you would straddle or 


drive around all.

One Perfect Block The next block, though, carries double 
street car tracks and it takes scientific driving to avoid the bumps 
and holes where the paving has disintegrated along the rails be- 
cause of the vibration of passing trolleys. 

Now, approaching the downtown area, you are reasonably safe 
‘f vou can drive around rough cobbled spots here and there, re- 
member that sudden, jolting depression near the viaduct and travel 
smoothly around one more hole and so to your regular parking 
place. 

I’m not criticizing any particular authority. Some of the route I 
have described is within the city limits, some without. Some is in 
Fulton county, some in DeKalb. Some within the limits of Decatur. 

I do know the weather this winter has been hard on paving. Like- 
wise that material and labor both have been scarce. 

I know, insofar as county resources extend, the dirt roads away 
from town are in such a desperate plight that, if only one type can 
be remedied, they have urgent priority over anything within the 
urban area. 

But I am afraid, unless something is done quickly for some of 
our city streets, the holes are going to enlarge, to increase, to spread 
and we'll be needing entire new paving jobs instead of the patching 
which, temporarily, could meet today’s need. 

It is to be presumed ‘that most auto drivers, necessarily con- 
serving old cars until such time as strikes end and permit manu- 
facture of new ones, will be cannily careful how and where they 


drive.

Republicans Still 
Trying to Blame FDR 


WASHINGTON.—The Pearl Harbor investi- 
gating committee has spent days trying to solve 
the mystery of the so-called “winds” message. 

Hundreds of thousands of words of testimony have been developed 
on the subject. 

It takes its name from a message we intercepted from the Japa- 
nese government on Nov. 19, 1941, notifying its representatives 
abroad that a special code, based on weather broadcasts, was being 
set up to warn them of the approaeh of war. 

Thus, “east wind, rain” was to be broadcast if Japanese Ameri- 
can relations were in danger. “West wind, clear” was the code sig- 
nal for a break with Britain, and “north wind, cloudy” was to be 
the warning of war with Russia. 

The mystery that has been built up about the matter by the 
Pearl Harbor investigating committee concerns whether or not 
such a message ever was actually sent out by the Japanese govern- 
ment, notifying its nationals abroad of the imminence of war, and 
if so whether it was received by us. : 

It is interesting to note at the outset that out of all the high 
American government officials who would or should have known 
about an execute message of the kind, if it had come through, 
only one has been found who claims to know anything about it. 


’ : That officer is Capt. L. 
Safford’s Confused Testimony 5.°°S,f:o:q head af the 
Navy’s communications intelligence section just prior to and at the 
time of the attack on Hawaii. “ 

In his testimony before the committee Capt. Safford insisted 
that a “winds” execute message did come through. He says he saw 
it, although his testimony is somewhat confused on the matter. 

Twice in previous Pearl Harbor inquiries he said the message 
was received on Dec. 3, 1941, whereas he gave the date as Dec, 4 
before the joint congressional investigating committee. 

Then also he first named Lt. Cmdr. A. A. Murray, one of the 
naval “watch officers,” as the man who showed him the message. 
Now he says it was Capt. Alwin D. Kramer, Japanese language 
expert who was in charge of the translation section of his unit 
at the time, 

He named several other officers who, he claimed, had first- 
hand. knowledge of the message. All of them have positively de- 
nied having any information on the subject. 

Capt. Kramer, who followed Capt. Safford on the stand, says 
the thing which confused Safford was a Jap weather broadcast 
that came in not on the date he gave, but on Dec. 5. It has since 
been established that this was a phoney, he declared. It was sub- 
ject to interpretation as applying only to Britain, he said. 

Gen. MacArthur was asked by the congressional committee to 
investigate the whole matter in Japan, to see whether there was 
any record of the Japs having sent an execute message of the 
“winds” code prior to Pearl Harbor. He reported back that there 
was no evidence that such a message was ever sent, 


: sas The question arises why 
Committee Looks Ridiculous (0° tech Ohing committee 
should have pursued the matter to such great lengths. Both pres- 
ent and past counsel for the committee, including William D, 
Mitchell. a former Republican attorney general under Hoover, have 
declared the “winds” message charges baseless. A naval officer 
assigned to a previous inquiry expressed the belief that Capt. 
Safford was having “hallucinations.” 

Yet the committee has gone on endlessly taking page after page 
of testimony seeking the “truth” of Safford’s charges, 

There can be only one answer to this procedure. At the be- 
ginning ef the investigation, Republican members of the committee 
set for themselves the objective of pinning responsibility for the 
Pearl Harbor disaster on the late President Roosevelt. , 

They had been sold the idea in advance by Safford that a 
“winds” execute message existed. If it could be shown that the 
message did come through, and we did not properly act on it in 
warning the Pearl Harbor command, then that would reflect badly 
on the past administration. 

The Republicans having sold themselves this idea, and having 
based their hopes on producing developments of this kind, they 
simply cannot consent to dropping the matter. 

There never was any necessity for asking more than one or two 
people about the message. When Gen. Marshall said he never 
heard of it, that should have ended it. But even with Gen. Mac- 
Arthur's report, they are somewhat still hopeful. It makes the 
committee look a little ridiculous, .

The carry-back provisions of the | 
tax laws were not intended to sub- | a | 


sidize willful stoppages of produc- 
tion. They were not intended to 
reward anyone, at the expense of 
the public treasury, for refusing to 
produce. But such are, or may 
be, among the effects of the carry- 
back provisions, as they now 
stand. 

In their simplest terms, 
carry-back provisions permit cor- 
porations to average their earn- 
ings, and therefore their federal 
taxes, over a period of years. The 
wartime excess profits tax was lev- 
ied on earnings above’ what 
roughly might be called a “nor- 
mal” level, calculated in various 
If a corporation which has 
in, let 
us say, 1944 and 1945, falls below 
the “normal” level in 1946, it may 
deduct the difference between ac- 


the 


tual and “normal” earnings from: 


its excess earnings of the two pre- 
ceding years. Thereby it obtains 
a refund from the Treasury, 
which, in some cases, may be very 


substantial. 


THERE ARE ALSO carry-back 
provisions which apply to the nor- 
mal corporation tax and surtax. 
A corporation which suffers a net 
operating loss in 1946 may offset 
it against income earned during 
1944 and 1945, thereby reducing 
all of its tax liabilities based on 
earnings for those vears, and get 
ting a refund. 

The effect on the Treasury is 
the same in any given instance, no 
matter what causes the corpora- 
tion to go into the red or to fall 
below normal in its net income. 
But the tax refunds are not paid 
to the corporation’s employes. 
They are paid to the corporation. 
Thus if a corporation has paid 
substantial taxes into the federal 
treasury in 1945 and 1946, it has 
an insurance fund which covers 
part of the losses which it may 
suffer from a protracted strike.
